BRUSSELS (UPI). — Police yes- 
terday defused two letter bombs 
sent to Sir Christopher Soames, 
British vice-president of the Hurope- 
an Common Market Executive Com- 
mission, and to a member, of the 
British Permanent Delegation to 
the Market, police said. 

The letters came in the mail, 
stamped with a franking machine 
in Paris on September 14. They 
‘were immediately considered suspect 
by Soames’ staff and by Bill Ni- 
cholls, councilor for external trade 
Matters of the British delegation. 

“Soames’’ staff called police who 
collected the letter and had it 
transported to a centre specialized 
in handling explosives.

U.N. admits both Germanys 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The 
General Assembly admitted Hast 
and West Germany to the U.N. by 
acclamation at yesterday's opening 
meeting of its 28th annual ses- 
sion. 

Israel ἃ strong objec- 
tion to East Germany's admission 
on the grounds that the Commun- 
ist government had ignored the 
German “historical responsibility” 
for the Holocaust 

But Israel Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah told the Assembly that 
sponsors of a resolution to admit 
the two simultaneously 
objected to a separate vote on East 
Germany's application. 

“Israel supports the admission of 


the Federal Republic of (West) 
Germany to the U.N. but desires 
to place on record its opposition to 


the admission of the (East) Ger- 
man Democratic Republic," Mr. 
Tekoah said. 

Stanislaw Trepezynsky, deputy 


Foreign Minister of Poland, who was 
Jast year’s President, presided over 
the 0} minutes of the Assem- 
bly which elected Ambassador Dr.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban told

‘NO PITY FOR EXTREMISTS,’ 
CHILEAN JUNTA DECLARES

SANTIAGO. — “No habra piedad 
con extremistas,” there will be no 
pity for the extremists — this 
quote from a special independence 
day message by Chile's new Presi- 
dent, General Augusto Pinochet, yes- 
terday greeted Santiago's citizens 
in a banner headline of “La Tercera 


of unity and action,” the content 
of Gen. Pinochet's statement signi- 
fies the merciless attitude of the 
ruling military junta that took over 
power exactly one week a 

The President, who heads the 
junta, warned that the army would 
resort to all measures at its dis- 
posal to wipe out any pockets of 
resistance in order to “liquidate and 
Suffocate” the extremists. 

He had particularly harsh words

of leaders of Allende’s regime. “Al- 
tamirano is the most vile person 
that ever could be. You can be sure

Statements like this seem ἃ far 
ery from the “non-political” attitude 
which the junta claims for itself. 

Only. a few dozen curious citizens 
came down yestérday to Constitu- 
tion Square, in the heart of the 
capital, to have another look at the 
gutted Moneda presidential palace 
as Chile marked its 163rd indepen- 
dence day in thé most subdued and 
restrained manner. 

‘The only independence ceremony 
that was held yesterday was a 
thanksgiving Te Deum mass, at- 
tended by all members of the junta 
and the diplomatic corps. But this 
year it took place in the small 
Church of National Gratitude, in- 
stead of in Santiago's main cathed- 
Fal ‘i 


‘Wiping out the remaining pockets 
of resistance and feeding Chile's 
hungry citizens are at the moment 
the two main problems of the 
junta. Santiago's present wheat 
supply is only enough for half of 
the capital's daily bread consump- 
tion.

Santiago's three million citizens, 
one-third of Chile's population, are 
searching frantically for anything

U.N. defers debate 


UNITED NATIONS. — The U.N. 
Security Council, after heated cross- 
fire between Cuba, Chile and the 
U.S., yesterday adjourned indefini- 
tely its debate on Cuban charges 
that the U.S. masterminded the 
coup in Chile, 

Cuban Representative Raul Alar- 
con Quesada said that the U.S. pre- 
ferred to settle its disputes by mo- 
bilising its armed forces against 
countries which disagreed with them 
occasionally “leading the world to 
the brink of war.” 

Chile's new representative, Raul 
Bazan, called the Cuban charges 
“yevolting oratory” and said: “Red 
fascists of Cuba charge us with 
violating human rights which they 
themselves violate every day.” 


Rhodesian guerrillas kidnap 
children im bid for recruits 


SALISBURY (Reuter). Fears 
that Rhodesian guerrillas see the 
mass kidnapping οἵ: African child- 
ren as a ‘way of recruiting support- 
ers gained strength here yesterday 
with the news of théfr second abor- 
tive attempt at large-scale abduc- 
ton in 10 weeks. 

‘Word of the kidnap attempt came 
in a bald official statement on Mon- 
day night thet guerrillas had ab- 
ducted 93 children from their 
homes in the northeast border area 
on Wedn aight last week. 

The statement added that the 
‘weturity forces had rescued 62 of 
the captives, ali aged between 11 
and 17, after they “made contact 
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with the terrorists.” There was no 
‘word on the fate of the 31 children 
still held by the guerrillas. 

The incident came just over two 
months after the guerrillas made 
their first attempt at a mass kid- 
nap operation ~ with an armed 
raid on a remote Roman Catholic 
mission station in the northeast on 
July 5. 

On that occasion, nearly 300 mis- 
sion pupils and staff were marched 
off at gunpoint, apparently towards 
the nearby border with Mozambique. 
The security forces gave chase and 
rescued the great majority of the 
captives, although nine are still 
missing. : 

Mission staff said the guerrillas 
told them they were taking the 
children for training and it appears 
as if the same motive may be 
behind last Wednesday's operation. 


During the Juiy raid there was 
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some speculation that the guerrillas 
may have been trying to impress 
the local African population. But 
observers thought this was unlikely 
ia thelr second abduction bid since 
forcing children to leave their 
homes would merely alienate the 
people of the area. 

Security forces, In recovering the 
kidnapped children on both occa- 
sions, also suggest that the mass 
abduction tactic is doomed to failure. 

In the first place, the guerrillas 
would need great reserves of phy- 
sical energy to marshall 2 large 
group of children, by day and by 
night, over the rugged bushland. 

Secondly, such a large group 
would have difficulty in avoiding 
detection by the security forces, 
whose strength has been cangider- 
ably increased in the area since 
July's raid.

HAIFA, — The merchant marine 
officers union last night effectively 
closed down Haifa and Ashdod har- 
bours, as well as the Ashkelon oi! 
terminal It did so by instructing 
the harbour pilots to join the strike 
of all its members serving on Israel 
freighters in the country’s ports, 

(Eilat is currently shut by 8 
different strike, reported on page 
14), 

The pilots, who hold captain's 
rank, accepted the orders and said 
they would allow only passenger 
ships, and vessels carrying secu- 
rity cargoes, to move. 

The union cailed the strike as of 
6 pm. to bolster its demand for 
a public apology from the Zim 
company’s general manager, Moshe 
Kashti, and an immediate conclu- 
sion of the negotiations on their 
labour agreement with the shipping 
companies, settling ull outstanding 
issues. Late last night, mediation 
efforts were being made here by 
Histadrut Executive member Moshe 
Levi who had earlier in the day ini- 
tiated a futile conciliation attempt. 

At ἃ press conference at noon yes- 
terday, union secretaries Captain 
Shmue! Zuckers and Chief Engineer 
Adam Zisick accused Mr. Kashti 
of deliberately provoking ἃ show- 
@own with the union “to cover his 
own failures, both commercial and 
Ἰὼ labour relations." They still waat 
him removed, they said, but are will- 
ing to settle for a public apology 
for his press statement of Sunday 
utght. 

He said then that the ships‘ offi- 
cers should reconsider whether their 
union leaders were still fit to re- 
Fresent them in view of the ruina- 
tion they were causing to the mer- 
chant fleet by repeatedly calling 
strikes without proper reason or 
justification. 

They would also sue him in the 
Histadrut court of honour, demand- 
ing his expulsion from the labour 
federation, 

The secretariat decided on the 
strike yesterday following the failure 
of last minute conciliation talks 
initiated by Mr. Levi, on Monday 
evening. The talks were broken off 
after six hours, 

Yesterday morning, the union 
asked Mr. Kashti for a meeting “in 
a neutral place,” to “save the situa- 
tion.” They refused his counter-offer 
to meet in his office “because his 
attitude makes this impossible.” The 
secretariat then decided to call the 
ain ike, 

Reminded that the dispute started 
over a claim for a mere $3,000 
for the officers of the container ship 
Zim-Montreal, which has been tdled 
by them in Haifa port since last

Friday, the union leaders said the

Some 22,000 marchers will en- 
ter Jerusalem this afternoon at 
at the end of the annual 
Day March. Over 8,000 Gadna 
youths, who started the march 
this morning, will enter the city 
from the east, while 14,000 civili- 
ans and soldiers will enter from 
the west — meeting in front of 
the main reviewing stand at the 
Old Beit Ha'am in Jaffa Road.

Officially, there were only 39 drop- 
outs yesterday —,15 of them Gadna 
youths. The actual number of drop- 
outs igs believed to be much higher, 
since the figure does not include 
those who hitched rides on service 
vehicles, nor marchers who failed 
to turn up for the second day, pre- 
fenring to conserve thelr strength 
for the grand entrance into the 
Capital:

Customs swoop 
on Dan crew, 
seize goods 


HAIFA. — Customs officials here 
yesterday swooped on homes of sea- 
men and dealers in goods brought 
in by seamen, and seized tens of 
thousands of pounds worth of goods 
allegedly smuggled in from the Zim 
passenger liner Dan 

The officials said the goods were 


- brought out of the port by night and 


stored in the crew members homes. 
They said the smugglers intended to 
keep the goods until after the furor 
caused by a recent private investiga- 
tion, commissioned by Zim, which 
alleged that crew members engaged 
in extensive smuggling. 


In one case a dealer in these goods 
allegedly attacked an official and 
fled. He was later caught and held 
for questioning.

The site is along the route ofa 
new road that is being constructed 


through an upland plateau dotted - 


with asatone-heaps. 

Dr. Claire Epstein, of Ginoasar, 
headed the dig which was carried 
out last month on behalf of the 
Antiquities Department, with the 
help of the army and with the 
financial assistance of the Govern- 
ment Public Works Department. 


LARGE COURTYARD 

The well-built walls of the house, 
some 70 cms. in width, were found 
standing to a height of a metre. 
Two rooms — both in all prob- 
ability originally roofed, perhaps 
with skins and branches — give 
on to a large open coutryard. 

On low shelves and on the floor 
were found pottery fragments of 
large bins and storage jars used 
for liquids and grain, as well as 
basalt bowls, mortars and pesties 
and agricultural tools. 

A small schematic basalt pillar- 
lke representation of a protective 
house-god (now broken) was found 
in position on its rough stone base 
which had been placed on the low 
north shelf near the entrance to the 
‘courtyard. 

This is the first time that the 
figure of a ‘house-god to ensure the 
protection .and well-being of the 
household has been found in situ In 
ἃ Chalcolithic dwelling. 

It 1s possible thet-the house-com- 
plex was used seasonally during 
spring and summer. The evidence 
seems" to Indicate settlers not yet 
organised in true village units, the 
Antiquities Department said.

Sertigalem Post Economie Currespondent 
The commercial banks have under- 
taken to supply all the export credit 
needed from now on, according to 
Yosef Sarig, of the Bank of Israel 
Mark Mosevies, President of the 
Manufacturerg Associaton, is not 
satisfied with these promises, and 
plans to take the question up with 
Haim Bar-Lev, Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry, on his return 
from Tokyo this week.

Haifa finally gets town plan outline jisacked jumbo

HAIFA. — The. Municipal Connell 
on Monday evening approved a new 
outline plan for the district town 
planning committee. The plan is 
to guide Haifa’s urban development 
until the end of the century when 
its population is expected to ex- 
ceed 400,000 (today: 240,000). 

The existing outline plan, dating 
to 1984 and amended in 1943, is 
long out of date. 

The preparation and passage of a 
new outline plan were held up by 
the late Mayors Khoushy and 
Flieman, both, it is alleged, reluc- 
tant to have their hands tted by the 
regulations and restrictions which 
are part of such. qa plan. 

Oniy in 1964 was a team of 
town 7p and architectural ex- 
perts, headed by Professor Yohanan 
‘lon, of the Technion, commissioned 
to prepare a new outline plan. They 
completed the task in the relatively 
short time of three years. Again 
the two mayors delayed its con- 


aideration by the loca? town pian- 
ning -committee {whoge member- 
ship is identical with the Municipal 
Council). Time and again the district 
committee deplored the absence of 
an updated outline plan when it 
was to approve piecemeal 
individual projects that changed the 
urban character of entire city sec- 
tions, 

Only a short time before Mayor 
Flieman’s death was a sub-com- 
mittee of the jocal town planning 
committee allowed to debate the 
new plan for a few days. The plan 
and rnaps prepared by the experts 
were kept secret, aud any participa- 
tion of the public fn shaping the 
fate and functions of their town 
was ruled out on the grounds that It 
would have an opportunity to present 
objections to the district town plan- 
wing committee later on. Labour 
Minister Yosef Almogi, now heading 
the Alignment list in the municipal 
elections here, recently promised 
that he would invite the public to 
study and debate the plan, if he is 
elected mayor.

HAIFA. — Another high-rise office 
and hotel building, of 28 storeys, 
to: cost IL50m. at today’s prices, 
is to be built at Solel Boneh Square, 
in one of the busiest sections of 
Hadar Hacarmel, it is to be com- 
pleted by the end of 1975, This 
was announced yesterday by repre- 
sentatives of the Migdsl Hanevi'im 
Company, a partnership of two lo- 
cal investors, Baruch Feinberg and 
Yitzhak Hudesman. 

The building will occupy a seven- 
dunam site adjoining the Labour 
Party headquartera here, bought 
last January from the Ampa In- 
vestment and Pritzker companiés 
for an undisclosed sum. The former 
owners and a group of promoters 
had planned a similar project of 
their own, but failed to agree on 
details and sold the plot. 

Seven floors of the triangular 
shaped building will be taken up by 
ἃ 144-room, four-star commercial 
hotel, with direct access to a panor- 
amic restaurant on the roof.

In yesterday's session of the 
Municipal Council, sitting as the 
local town planning committee, a 
dozen speakers paid tribute to the 
hard work of the town engineer 
and his staff, but referred to the 
merits and limitations of the plan 
only cursorily and in very broad 
terms. 

Dr. Gideon Kaminka (Ind. Lib.) 
offered several reservations, calling 
for the creation of a second com- 
mercial centre in Ahuza and for 
the freezing of the overloaded, con- 
gested Central Carmel section; for 
maintaining the building restric- 
tions on the downward slope along 
Panorama Round to keep the view 
of the city and sea open; to re- 
serve space for public squares 
{which Haifa lacks}; and for more 
parking facilities, He also objected 
to some of the planned routes for 
new traffic arteries. 

Mr. Meir Bar-Rav-Hal (Labour) 
urged a second direct link between 
Mt. Carmel and the Bayside area, 
via Naveh Sha‘’anan, because the 
single link (now under belated and 
hasty construction) was not enough. 

Gustav Badian (Gahal), the only 
councillor to abstain from voting 
as the plan was passed, strongly 
criticised the projected expansion 
of the science-based industries park 
on the Carmel Beach, south of the 
city. 

(The site there, approved by Ma- 
yor Khoushy on the insistence of 
the investors, has turned out a 
poor choice because of the humi- 
dity and because of its clash with 
plans for the transformation of the 
area into a riviera and tourist at- 
traction}, 

The park is now to be expanded 
from its present 120 dunams to 200 
dunams to accommodate new facl- 
lities of the flourishing electronics 
industry.

NEW YORK (UPI). — Insurance 
companies will have to pay for a 
$24.2m. Pan American jumbo jet- 
liner hijacked and blown up by 
Arab terrorists in Cairo in 1570, 
U.S. District Judge Marvin B. Fran- 
kel ruled on Monday. The ingur- 
ance companies wilt also have to 
pay about 55m. interest. 

About 80 U.S, and British ingur- 
ance companies involved in the suit 
argued they were not lable be- 
cause ἃ joss due to capture, stiture 
or war was excluded from cover- 
age. But Judge Frankel said the 
language of the policies wag ambi- 
guous and, where doubt exists as 
to precise meaning, “interpretation 
favours coverage rather than exclu- 
sion." 

The hijacking, be said, “had sub- 
stantially nothing to do" with war 
or the threat of war in the Middle 
Bast. It “was engineered by a small 
political group 45 ἃ random, hastily 
improvised instance of its propa- 
ganda of terrorism.”
